In effect seven years, the 
measure is designed to produce

School districts in the JVSD

United, East Palestine, 
Lisbon, C restview , Leetonia 


and Columbiana. 
The annual yield from the 
levy is estimated at $759,373. 
The estimated cost of the school 
is $5.4 million. The proposed 
site is a half mile south of 
Lisbon on Route 30.

Senate Ready to Vote 
On Weapons Bill Cuts 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The 
Senate is ready to begin voting 
on cuts to a $30.3 billion weap­ 
ons 
authorization 
bill 
after 
completing a “ great debate” on 
U.S. foreign policy in the post- 
Vietnam era. 
One am endm ent up for a vote 
later today would slice the 15- 
month weapons bill by $1.2 bil­ 
lion over-all. 


The foreign policy debate, 
which occupied the Senate for 
nearly 16 hours on Monday and 
Tuesday, left some senators 
disappointed and others saying 
the discussion was useful. The 
debate centered on American 
relations with Russia, China, 
the Middle E ast, Western Eu­ 
rope, Korea, Panam a and other 
potential trouble spots. 
Sen. Sam Nunn, D-Ga., said 
the debate was useful in cata­ 
loging U.S. foreign policy prob­ 
lems but produced no solutions. 
Sen. Bill 
B rock, 
R-Tenn., 
voiced 
frustration 
with 
the 
vagueness that some speakers 
employed in advocating “ new 
directions” for American for­ 
eign policy. 
About 20 senators partici- 


pated at one time or another in 
the two-day discussion. Most 
had prepared speeches which 
they read, then yielded for 
questions by other senators. 
Give-and-take debate occurred 
principally between senators 
sharing the sam e viewpoint. 
Attendance ranged from sev­ 
en to 20 senators throughout — 
fairly good for a period in which 
no 
roll 
call 
votes 
w ere 
scheduled. 
Sens. Edward M. Kennedy, 
D-Mass., and Alan Cranston,45- 
Calif., organized the discussion. 
Kennedy said they tried to 


identify the nature of U.S. com­ 
mitments in various parts of 
the world. 
Kennedy conceded that “we 
really haven’t been able to 
achieve a precise definition.” 
He complained that some sena­ 
tors "drifted onto the Senate 
floor, made their comments, 
and drifted off.” 
Cranston said that although 
“w hat was accomplished is not 
all what we hoped,” the debate 
marked “a magnificent first 
step” in an effort to bring Con­ 
gress more participation in 
forming foreign policy.

Ohio Election Roundup 


Bv The Associated Press 
Dayton voters gave city com­ 
missioners their first pay raise 
in 62 years, and a black city 
councilman won a general elec­ 
tion berth in Columbus' mayor­ 
alty race as Ohioans voted in 
primary elections Tuesday. 
The elections were all local in 
nature. 
Two candidates in East Liv­ 
erpool tied with 1,118 votes 
apiece, while a 20-year-old won 
a nomination in Athens only to 
gain a write-in opponent for the 
general election. 
Dayton and Columbus were 
the two largest cities holding 
primaries. 
D aytonians approved the 
first raise for the city’s mayor 
and city commission members 
since 1913, when the city 
charter was first approved.

The conflict between teens 
and their parents ju st isn’t w hat 
it used to be according to two 
authorities on adolescence who 
have just published an eight- 
y e a r study on 73 young men. 
Mast previous studies c h ar­ 
acterizing adolescents as a re­ 
bellious moody bunch, trusting 
no one over 30. and causing 
c o n tin u a l fam ily u p h e a v a ls , 
have been based on teens with 
special problems. Dr. Daniel 
Offer and Judith Baskin Offer 
purposely selected middle class 
boys who showed no signs of 
emotional instability or serious 
academ ic difficulties. 
These a re som e of the Offers’ 
surprising conclusions 
about 
norm al young men grow ing up 
Irom "Teenage to Young Man­ 
hood" in the y e a rs 1962-1970: 
—T h e sex u a l 
re v o lu tio n : 
T here has been a revolution in 
openness regarding sex. but 
there is little difference in w hat 
young people actually do now 
than two decades ago, states 
Dr. Offer, a professor of psy­ 
chiatry at the University of 
Chicago School erf Medicine and 
co-chairm an of the departm ent 
of psychiatry at Michael Reese 
Hospital. Only 10 per cent of the 
73 boys had heterosexual rela­ 
tions by the end of junior high 
school. It was not until three 
years after graduation from 
high school that 50 per cent had 
sexual relations. 
These percentages are sim i­ 
lar to Kinsey's findings over 20 
y ears ago. These boys do not 
e x h ib it 
se x u a l 
b e h a v io r 
strikingly different from their 
parents. 
T oday's teen ag er may expe­ 
rience some degree ot anxiety 
about not having sexual rela­ 
tions. Most teen-age boys in this 
group wanted to postpone inter­ 
course but they needed a face- 
saving reason for the delay But 
when questioned closely, they 
adm itted 
they 
just 
w eren’t 
ready for sex. Once heterosex­ 
u al re la tio n s h ip s had c o m ­ 
menced. they tended to be inti­ 
m ate and serious rather than 
frivolous and superficial. 
The 
political 
and 
social 
revolution: 
Despite 
tin* fact 
tlwt this study spanned a period 
ot student dem onstrations and 
upheavals over civil rights and 
V ietnam, tliese “ norm als" «as 
researchers call them ) tended 
to believe wliat their parents 
believed about race relations 
an d politics. Some young men 
want(*d to “b om b the nei kill or 
Vietnam."Other* w en i.gams> 
the w ar. Some believe«; with 
their father* that blacks were 
shiftless: others counted blacks 
am ong their close friends and 
wanted m ore equality for all 
minority groups 
The Often* tound tliat “the 
less prejudiced ttu* subject is 
toward blacks, the better stu ­ 
dent lie is academ ically: the 
better his home environment, 
th«* m ore positive Ins attitude 
tow ard work, and tin* higher the 
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m ental health ratings by the 
psychiatrist." 
Sources of conflict between 
teens and parents were not in 
the area of m oral and political 
issues but over m atters of do­ 
mestic responsibility — w hen to 
take out the garbage, w hen the 
boy could use the family car. 
—Juvenile delinquency: One 
third of the boys in this group 
had som e experience with de­ 
linquency during junior high. 
T heir 
offenses 
consisted 
of 
shoplifting and minor vandal­ 
ism. In each case the boy w as 
given a w arning and an incen­ 
tive — if there w ere no further 
offenses their record would be 
destroyed. 
T here w ere no further of­ 
fenses. 
The group that engaged in 
so m e 
fo rm 
of 
d e lin q u e n t 
behavior tended to lack the 
clear and open comm unication 
a t home which the non-delin­ 
quent group had in comm on. 
O ver one-third of the mothers of 
the teens studied w ere working, 
but the Offers did not find a 
h ig h e r r a t e of d elin q u en c y 
am ong boys whose 
mothers 
worked. 
Adolescence may be a turbu­ 
lent period for some young 
people. But in families w here 
love, affection and openness 
prevail, adolescence is just as 
likely to be a period of continu­ 
ous growth and family close­ 
ness. 
The thing that these norm al 
teens w anted m ore of was fa m ­ 
ily 
togetherness. The white- 
b u c k s - a n d -J a m e s D ean cult 
m ay have disappeared but that 
old “ Fifties" ideal is still an im ­ 
portant one for many modern 
young Americans.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ap­ 
proxim ately 6,000 item s of 
Americana have been hand­ 
somely mounted in a Bicenten­ 
nial exhibition that opens today 
at the Smithsonian’s Museum 
of History and Technology. 
There is John Adam s’ cane, a 
metal case in which rock sam ­ 
ples were brought back from 
the moon, the muppets Bert and 
Ernie from “Sesahe Street,” an 
engraving by N. Currier of 
“ W ashington 
from 
the 
President’s House,” and draft 
notations 
from 
the 
“ M ass” 
composed by Leonard Bern­ 
stein for the 1971 opening of the 
John F. Kennedy Center. 


There is Thomas M oran’s 
“Grand Canyon of the Yellows­ 
tone,” one of this country’s 
greatest landscape paintings, a 
tent from the 1968 Resurrection 
City, and the chairs in which 
Ulysses S. G rant and Robert E. 
Lee sat during the surrender of 
the Confederacy at Appomat­ 
tox, Va., in 1865. G rant’s ap ­ 
pears to be more comfortable. 
On a table is the white flag 
used as a symbol of surrender. 
The exhibition is called “We 
the People” from Lincoln’s fa­ 
mous phrases in the Gettysburg 
Address, and it is a sem i-per­ 
m anent show. meaning it likely 
will be there for 10 years or so. 
Drawing again from Lincoln, 
the exhibit is divided into three 
parts: “Of the people” asks 
who Americans are, “By the 


people” how they have gov­ 
erned themselves, and “For the 
people’’ what they have asked 
of government as citizens. 
Daniel J. Boorstin. a museum 
historian, writes in the catalog 
that the exhibit aim s to remind 
everyone of an American m ir­ 
acle. 
“No fact about the United 
States is more astonishing than 
that a nation which has grown 
so sjiectacularly, which has 
transform ed daily li*p so d ra­ 
matically — the iooc people 
eat, the buildings tna shelter 
them, the clothing they wear — 
still continues to govern itself 
by a system devised two cen­ 
turies ago,” he writes. 
The show opens with an exu­ 
berant display of U.S. symbols 
— the eagle, Uncle Sam. the 
Stars and Stripes, an Oriental 
rug com m em orating the bicen­ 
tennial of W ashington’s birth in 
1932. 
A case contains two muskets, 
elaborately inlaid in gold and 
coral, which the Em peror of 
Morocco presented to Thomas 
Jefferson. Nearby is the Reso­ 
lute Desk, used by presidents 
from R u th erfo rd B. H ayes 
through John F. Kennedy. 
Among the more recent items 
is Chief Justice W arren E. Bur­ 
ger's corrected proofs of the 
case of the United States v. 
Richard M. Nixon, ordering the 
form er president to turn over 
his White House tapes to the 
W atergate prosecutors.

Church Claims 
Evidence of 
CIA Murders

telligence Committee said to­ 
day he has hard evidence of 
“m urders” developed by the 
Central Intelligence Agency. 
Church declined to give spe­ 
cific details and would not say 
w hether any of the “ plots” 
were carried out. 
But he was sharply critical of 
statem ents by Vice President 
Nelson A.Rockefeller and other 
m em bers of the Rockefeller 
Commission for characterizing 
transgressions of the CIA as in­ 
frequent and minor. 
“ I have been concerned about 
the apparent attem pt of certain 
m em bers of the Rockefeller 
Commission ... to lead the pub­ 
lic to believe that any misdeeds 
of the CIA have been minor and 
th a t the agency has been 
rela tiv e ly 
w ithout 
g u ilt,” 
Church told reporters at the 
National Press Club. 
“ I think the com m ittee has 
heard enough and the Rockefel­ 
ler Commission itself has heard 
enough 
evidence 
to

my s ta te m e n ts ,” 
Church added. 
He refused several times to 
go beyond his statem ent. 
However, he said he did mean 
to refer to “plots” in the plural 
and to make clear his belief 
th a t R ockefeller and other 
com m ission m em bers w ere 
attem pting to leave a false and 
unjustified impression. 
Church said he had not seen 
an advance copy of the Rock­ 
efe lle r C om m ission rep o rt, 
which is to be released publicly 
Friday. 
In announcing the completion 
of his com mission’s investiga­ 
tion of the CIA, Rockefeller said 
Monday it uncovered instances 
of wrongdoing but no pattern of 
w idespread illegality.

one of the world’s two most fa­ 
mous athletes and considered 
the best ever to play the game 
of soccer, will come ouhof re­ 
tirem ent to play in the United 
States. 
Pele. whose worldwide fame 
is equalled only by that o! 
heavyweight boxing champion 
M uhammad Ali. informally an­ 
nounced in Brazil Tuesday he 
has agreed to play for the New 
York Cosmos of the North 
American Soccer League. The 
decision was announced here 
simultaneously by the Cosmos. 
The imminent signing was 
imm ediately regaled not only 
as a m ajor sports coup but a 
diplomatic accom plishment as 
well. 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, in a telegram to Brazil 
ana Pele. said: 
“Should you decide to sign 
the contract, I am sure your 
stay 
here will 
substantially 
contribute to closer ties bet 
ween Brazil and the United 
States in the field of sports.” 
T he B razilian new spaper 
Folha de Sao Paulo bannered 
the headline: “ Kissinger roots 
for Pele." 
It’s not a new sensation for 
th«* 34-year-old Pele 


He has been feted by heads of 
state, proclaimed the “ King of 
Soccer” by ardent European 
soccer fans, made a national 
commodity by his home coun­ 
try of Brazil, and is regarded as 
the world's wealthiest athlete 
alter 18 years with the team 
Santos. 
His financial status will be 
enhanced by the Cosmos, who 
arc offering a contract that will 
make Pele the highest paid ath­ 
lete on any team in the world. 
Pele says he is not aS inter­ 
ested in the money as in “ help­ 
ing soccer to become a popular 
sport in the United S tates.” But 
it took a three-year contract 
with a price tag estim ated as 
high as $7 million to entice him 
«Hit ot a retirem ent which he 
had said repeatedly was per- 
ma nent. 


Throughout prolonged talks 
and wrangling that spanned 
tour years and three continents, 
the Cosmos steadfastly refused 
to discuss the financial a r­ 
rangem ents that would ulti­ 
mately lure Pele to the United 
Stident and general m anager of 
the team , was confident Pele 
w ould arrive at least in time for 
a June 15 gam e here against the 
Dallas Tornado.

Guardsmen 
Fired First 


C LEVELA N D , Ohio (A P) - 
A witness who did not testify in 
the criminal trial stemming 
from the 1970 Kent State Uni­ 
versity shootings says an Ohio 
National Guardsman with a 
pistol fired the first shot of the 
volley that killed four students 
and ieft nine wounded 
Harry Montgomery of Sand­ 
usky. a Kent State student five 
years ago. said that guardsman 
caught his eye because Mont­ 
gomery had carried a 45 cali­ 
ber automatic pistol for six 
months while a Marine in Viet­ 
nam 
‘‘He was the first one to turn 
and fire,” Montgomery' told a 
jury of seven men and six 
women hearing claims for $46 
million in damages arising out 
of the shootings. 
Victims of the shootings, in­ 
cluding parents of the dead, are 
seeking the damages in U.S. 
DistrictCourt from Gov. James 
Rhodes, three former state offi­ 
cials and 40 present and former 
gua rdsmen 
The guardsman w ith the pis­ 
tol has been identified in pre­ 
vious legal actioas stemming 
from the shootings as Sgt. M y­ 
ron Pryor of Barberton Pryor 
has denied even loading his 
weapon. 
Montgomery said the guards­ 
man with the pistol was bring­ 
ing up the rear of guardsmen’s 
retreat up Blanket Hill from a 
practice football field, where 
their advance had been halted 
by a fence. 
The former Marine said the 
man with the handgun was 
prodding troops up the hill, 
when he abruptly whirled, 
kneeled and began taking aim 
down the hill 
With the first report, guards­ 
men nearest the man with the 
pistol also turned and began 
tiring. Then others on the out­ 
side of the group also wheeled 
and joined in. Montgomery told 
the court. 
Montgomery said the sound 
of the first shot and the recoil of 
the handgun convinced him it 
had been fired 
Under cross-examination by 
defense 
attorney 
Charles 
Brown, the witness said he had 
told his story to two news­ 
papers, the F B I and the Ameri­ 
can Civil Liberties Union but to 
none of the other authorities 
who have investigated the in­ 
cident 
Crim inal charges against 
eight former guardsmen were 
dropped last November, after a 
federal judge ruled the govern­ 
ment had failed to prove they 
maliciously intended to deprive 
the victims of their cu d rights
